The strike of the employes of the 
packing houses against a proposition to 
return to the ten hour woridng day be- 
gan this morning. Aoommittee of the 
15,000 men employed by the Chicago 
Packing and Provision company, waited 
on the foreman of the works and de- 
manded that the notices be taken down. 
The'demand was refused, and a r ^ ^ e n t 
of workingmen left the building and 
were soon joined by 800 men employed 
in the Silver Horn works. 
A large force 
went in a body to the Armour works to 
advise the men there to stop work. 


This afternoon a large body of adition 
al workmen went on a strike at the stock 
yards of John Morwell, when a number 
of persons were hurt. The entire police 
force of the town of Lake has gone to 
the scene with two Pinkerton men, 
armed with rifles to quell the riot that 
broke out this afternoon.

A fusion was bi-ought about with the 
Farmers' Alliance, Patrons of Husbandry, 
Knights of Labor and trade assemblies re- 
sulting in a platform of which the following 
is a synopsis: 


The warehouse and railroad laws should be 
amended to secure an open and free market for 
the products of the soiL Railroads, where it can 
legally be done, should be restrained from holding 
free lands exempt from taxation. 
Pledges the 
party to secure laws prohibiting the further use of 
watered stock, to amend the tax law so tax payers 
shall not lose property through errors of officers, 
to prohibit railroad companies from furnishing 
IMisses to legislators, to do all municipal work by 
the day and not by contract, to pay women same 
as men for the same labor, and to prohibit child 
labor. 
Prison labor is opposed, and arbitration is 
defended. 
Legislation is favored to renew the 
free coinage of silver, and to revise the tariff so 
that taxation on the neoe&saries of life may be re- 
duced. 


The representative of The Farmers' Alli- 
ance at this convention was Ignatius Don- 
nelly, who is a big figure anywhere and well 
known as an author.

Ignatius Donnelly caiTies into the literature 
the same methotls that be uses in poIitic.s, and 
woe to the theory or author tliat comes 
across his path. 
At his liome he is (lul»l)ed 
•'Pugnacious" Donnelly. 
He is a Philadel- 
phian by birth and so was his niotber, though 
his father was an Irishman. 
He is now .55 
and well preserved. 
He was adniitte<l to the 
bar ill 
and went to St. Paul, Minn., in 
lH.''i(>. Tliree years later he was electefl lieu- 
teu iiit governor of that state anil re-elected 
in 
He was in congress from 1802 till 


1868. 
He stumped the west foi' Hoi-aoe 
Greeley in 1672. 
He was elected a state sena- 
tor-in 1873. His l)est known works are "At- 
lantis" and "Ragnarok." 


He is about to publish "a key to a cipher 
narrative hidden in the first folio edition of 
Shakespeare's plays" which he claims to have 
discovered, and which will prove not only 
that Fraucis Bacon was the author of plays 
attributed to Shakespeare but will also give 
the motives which compelled Bacon to publish 
the plays in Shakesjjeare's name. 
On the

conian authoi-ship of these plays Mr. Domielly 
stakes bis i-eputation. The book is likely to 
create a literary cyclone when it appears, but 
Igfnatius is at home in cyclones.
